Notes

Disregard of the Obvious 

One of the finest architectural pub- 
lications, prior to World War II, had 
a monthly column with the above title. 
The editor’s practice was to point out 
at least one poignant case which ex- 
emplified the title. This column made 
a deep impression upon me. Many 
times, in the ensuing years, after strug- 
gling for hours in search of a design 
solution, I have suddenly realized that 
the obvious had been overlooked be- 
cause of the maize of minor require- 
ments which needed consideration. 

The same type of situation often oc- 
curs with building committees because 
they do not have a leader who can 
the obvious, central, 


retain focus on 


and essential goal. Too often, the com- 


mittee becomes involved in details 
which lead away from their central 
purpose. 


Many times, when considering a 
Christian education building, the vision 
of the building committee tends to 
gravitate towards what has been done 
at the local public school or a nearby 
church, or towards the strict statistics 
of housing a certain number of chil- 
dren in a certain number of cubic feet. 
The principal consideration, what and 
how the children will be taught who 
attend the church school, thus falls by 
the wayside and when picked up is 
geared to the building and made to 
serve it rather than have the building 
serve the program. Similarly, a com- 
mittee can easily loose its focal point 
when building a new church, and can 
allow consideration of details, such as 
pews, pulpit, dossals, altar, etc., deter- 
mine the worship service instead of 


allowing the worship service to de- 
termine the details. 

Ralph Adams Cram, responsible for 
so many beautiful edifices built during 
the generation just past, maintained 
that his purpose was to build a house 
erected to the glory of God, not one 
primarily for man’s convenience.

Editorial. . . 


N abundant amount of funds for building does not in 
itself guarantee good church architecture. Neither does 
it guarantee that the structure and its furnishings will be a 
harmonious unit, or that the building will perform the 
service of efficiently housing the church program. It is dis- 
heartening to inspect an American church into which 
abundant funds have been poured and find that the design 
of that church has been forced. that the shape had become 
more important than the program to be housed. When a 
church structure emerges as an unimaginative copy of the 
traditional or an unrestrained hulk of modern conception, 
it imposes one or another extreme of conformity. When 
shape becomes itself all important it inevitably submerges 
the program of the church and discordances are likely to 
arise between the elements within a chancel, between the 
chancel and the nave, and between the entrance and the 
interior. All this, and more, is due to a misconception on 
the part of someone responsible for the building program. 
That misconception is that vast amounts of money can 
accomplish everything: that it can automatically provide 
a perfect church. 

In most cases an unwarranted emphasis is placed upon 
the amount of money available for building because that 
amount is small. Thus, a building committee may choose 
an architect solely on the basis of a. low fee, or choose to 
build with cheap materials thinking that a cheap church 
is an economical one. In some cases an unwarranted 
emphasis is placed upon the amount of money available 
because that amount is abundant, or unlimited. Thus, a 
building committee selects an architect with total dis- 
regard for fee, thinking that the higher the fee the better 
the architect, and fails to discriminate in its selection of 
materials, thinking that expensive materials must therefore 
he appropriate. 

In either situation, the money available, rather than 
other important factors, has been thought of in such terms 
as to cause it to be the sole determinant of the building 
project. The result, almost invariably, is the tendency to 
force the building project out of all proportion to what it 
should really be. 

The building budget, whether large or small, should be 
only one of the factors which determines the scope of a 
project. The actual needs of the church program, the dis- 
criminating selection of an architect, the self-education of 
the building committee, the choice of good materials—these 
are just as important as the amount of money that might be 
on hand. If funds are too small to accomplish the legitimate 
purpose, then this should become a challenge to raise more 
funds. If funds are more than ample, then the element of 
restraint must be interposed. Money, per se, will not build 
a church. There must be a sympathetic heart and an under- 
standing mind that seeks the perfection which is embodied 
in the Perfect One. Wsc

By William S. Clark 
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There is a growing realization 
among Americans today that architec- 
ture for the church should reflect the 
spirit of our times. We are coming to 
understand that though our culture is 
based upon the past, it is nevertheless 
different from it. We are beginning to 
see ourselves as a unique people, just 
as past generations saw themselves as 
different from the peoples who lived 
before them. This premise demands 
that we express ourselves and not our 
forefathers. One architect has said: 
“Regard for our predecessors is shown 
in our eagerness to pioneer in the same 
spirit, not willingness to ride in the 
same horse and buggy.” 

This does not mean that we can 
afford to treat the past, in the words 
of Carl Sandburg, as “a bucket of 
ashes.” Rather, we should build upon 
the past, not copy it. Our religious 
faith should speak to modern men in

a modern language. Part of that mod- 
ern language is modern church archi- 
tecture. That we are beginning to per- 
mit ourselves to speak for the age in 
which we live can be observed in the 
are building.

The Substance of Design for Churches 

The act of corporate worship in- 
volves intangibles, for in it we are ad- 
ministering to the spiritual rather than 
the physical demands of mankind. But, 
of necessity, worship has to be per- 
formed in space and time and from 
these determinants the atmosphere for 
it must be created.

the floor level. These roofs become wider across the base and 
higher at the ridge as they approach the front of the build- 
ing where the large cross has been made a working part of 
the structure. The larger roof shelters the congregation; the 
smaller one shelters the chancel. They have been so designed 
that they nest into each other and the space between them 
becomes a clerestory window. The extensive use of trans- 
lucent wall panels has produced a high level of illumination 
which is pleasantly shadowless. St. Gregory’s cost $1.02 per 
cubic foot, proving that fine design and good materials can 
be used economically when in the hands of a capable archi- 
tect and building committee.

Hrist Lutheran Church, Minneapolis, Minne- 
C sota, is one of the masterpieces of modern 
church design. The late Eliel Saarinen manifested 
eminent skill in creating spaces and handling ma- 
terials. His was a genuine response to the build- 
ing committee’s request “to build a church which 
will interpret the Spirit of Christ and of the Gos- 
pel, and which will also promote these ideals and 
assure their perpetuation among us.” Within the 
church there is a glorious sense of spaciousness. 
Natural lighting throws the attention of the wor- 
shipper towards the chancel where, uncluttered 
with non-essentials, his mind can centre upon the 
meaning of the Cross. In this church is to be 
found some of the finest brick masonry in the na- 
tion. The open brick wall on the right of the 
nave, seen in the photo below, has sound-absorbent 
material behind it.

church architect to transcend the physi- 
cal objects with which he works and 
create an emittence of spiritual quali- 
ties. 

For example, it is essential that the 
members of the congregation be con- 
fined within walls and a roof to ex- 
clude the elements, but the walls and 
the roof must not confine their spirits 
or exclude the presence of God. There 
is no doubt that a centre of focus is 
required in the church, but not one 
which will entirely eliminate the in- 
fluences of other portions of the sanc- 
tuary. The presence of God should be 
sensed in all directions. The people 
in the pews will know that the service 
will last but an hour, the sermon per- 
haps fifteen minutes, yet they must not 
be impelled to glance at their wrist 
watches. They must follow an order 
of worship but while doing so, they 
must have a sense that there is no be- 
ginning. no ending—that the experi- 
ence they are having is wrapped in 
timelessness. 


Thus, space and time in the worship 


experience should be deprived of their | 


precise physical dimensions. A sense 
of mystery should pervade the atmos- 
phere. Though bounded by form, 





color, and texture, the worshippers | 


must be able to have a feeling of 
boundlessness. Form, color, and tex- 
ture should foster, magnify, and in- 
tensify the Christ-centered experience 
of the man in the pew. They should so 
pierce the human soul that they will 
help produce feelings of humbleness, 
thoughtfulness and prayer. They 
should assist in manifesting God, ever- 
present in His holy temple, and be so 
expressive as to make the people keep 
silence before Him. 

The measure of success for modern 
church architecture is found in the 
way in which it delivers the soaring 


spirit of twentieth century man to the | 


throne of God—that is, the degree to 
which it can make the worship of God 
meaningful for humans laden with the 
implications of great scientific prob- 
ings, world political tensions, and dy- 
namic social and economic upheavals, 
to say nothing of the ordinary demands 
of everyday living. 


The Need for Freedom in Design 


It is apparent that modern church 
architecture follows no pre-established 
style or pattern. In this lies its greatest 
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virtue. It thus remains free to express 
the vital and searching relationship 
between the individual congregation 
and its Master. 

Modern church architecture brings to 
the service of the church the tech- 
nology of our time, the newest struc- 
tural and decorative materials, fine 
furnishings, and an aesthetics that has 
meaning for a world which lies on the 
brink of the outer-space age. In its 
search for new forms, made possible 
by the discoveries and inventions of 
science and industry, modern archi- 


opened fresh and dynamic ways to 
arrange space for the worship of God. 

Being free to express the spiritual 
dimensions of mankind, today’s archi- 
tect can adequately reflect, in his de- 
sign and use of materials, the program 
of the church and the hopes, desires, 
and aspirations of its members. In 
this process of “building from the in- 
side out,” he can incorporate the con- 
cepts of flexibility, growth, and econ- 
omy, so basic to twentieth century 
architectural needs, whether in church, 
home or office.

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HE increasing acceptance of mod-

What does this acceptance mean to 
pastor, building committee and con- 
gregation now approaching the chal- 
lenging task of building a new church? 
And, to the church as a whole, does this 
acceptance of the modern concept have 
meaning to faith and its followers? Is 
this merely a trend in shape and style 
or is it, perhaps, a door opening into a 
new golden age of religious building? 

Certainly any thoughtful viewer of 
the most successful of present architec- 
tural experimentation in churches will 
recognize that it is more than a mere 
trend. Whether it marks something far

Fund Raising 
Through Product Selling 


By Joyce A. Seitzinger 


K ERY church reaches a stage where 
the edge is off the enthusiasm of 
congregation giving. Perhaps members 
responded well to the fund raising pro- 
gram for the new sanctuary and, except 
lulls, 


erously according to his means. Now 


for a few everyone gave gen- 
they are looking forward to a rest from 
expansive fund raising. Yet, the choir 
needs new robes, or the education de- 
partment has requested audio-visual 
equipment. The women’s guild is won- 
dering how it will raise the $128.00 it 
has pledged for kitchen equipment. and 
the adult men’s class is anxious to buy 
an outdoor bulletin board for the 
church. The youth fellowship hopes to 
raise the modest sum of $30.00, quickly, 
to begin a church library. Weekly, 
someone from the congregation asks the 
minister when the church will have a 
new organ to replace the wheezened 
tones of their now ancient model. 

Each person is as anxious as the next 
to see the church have these needed 
extras. Still, budgets are strained and 
the majority waits for a recuperation of 
financial resources. That’s one solution 
—waiting. But, depending on the con- 
gregation, such waiting may stretch 
into a long number of years before 
another expansive drive may be started 
to cover the total cost of these extras. In 


the meantime. enthusiasm may ebb and 
lethargy set in. 

A better approach is to find some 
means of raising these needed funds 
without taxing the free giving of the 
congregation. The answer can lie in 
product selling if properly handled. 
This fund raising method not only pro- 
vides the needed extras for the church, 
but also gives members the satisfaction 
of working for their church. Not every- 
one has a voice to give to the choir. or 
the ability and confidence to teach a 
class. but the most humble person, if 
willing, can sell a well chosen item to 


benefit his church. 


Points To Consider 


Hundreds of items are available for 
church fund raising including candy, 
nuts, flavorings, fruit cake, greeting 
cards, plates, household products, 
grooming aids. and novelties. Profits 
range from 20% to 100% depending 
on the type of product and the quantity 
of the order. The average commission 
is about 40% to 50%. A majority of 
firms extend credit for a reasonable 
period, usually 30 days from the date 
of shipment, and some allow an added 
discount for prompt remittance. Some 
firms operate on a straight order basis 


and others are willing to send their 
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products to churches on consignment. 

These are all points to be considered 
when organizing a fund raising pro- 
gram through product selling, but none 
of them should have undue effect on the 
final choice of items to be sold. Even 
though the commission on one article is 
far higher than on another, the quantity 
sale in your area at a specific time of 
year may bring less of a return than it 
would on a well chosen item offering a 
lower commission percentage. 

Several companies offer a choice of 
cash or equipment in the way of com- 
mission. If the equipment offered is 
exactly what the church needs. this 
arrangement has an added benefit of 
saving. 

These companies buy the equipment 
in sufficient quantities to gain large 
discounts on their purchases. They pass 
these savings on to the church by giv- 
ing them the equipment in return for 
the sale of less merchandise than would 
be necessary if the church requested 
their profits in cash and then bought 
the equipment themselves. 

With 


firms maintain a high quality. Many of 


rare exception, well known 
them have been serving this field for a 
long number of years and could not 
have managed to stay in business with- 
out a large following of satisfied cus- 
tomers. Their products go directly from 
the manufacturer to the fund raising 
group with no costly intermediate 
operations, thus allowing a high stand- 
ard of quality as well as reasonable 
profit for the organization. 

Although there are many firms of 


this field, 


there are still a small number in opera- 


integrity in fund raising 
tion whose sole intention is to take ad- 
vantage of any and all non-profit or- 
ganizations. The only guard against 
such firms is a conscientious and 
thorough investigation of each potential 
firm’s literature and product before 
making a final choice. Every firm 
queried will send descriptive literature 
which should be read with particular 
care. The majority of firms will also 
send samples which should be tested 
with absolute discernment by the com- 
mittee appointed to that task. Such in- 
vestigation and testing will be a defense 
against firms who choose this method of 
retailing as the only possible means of 
circulating inferior goods. Most product 


fund raising companies produce items 
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which are at least comparable if not 
superior to name brands. Therefore, the 
church group must not excuse itself into 
accepting a product which doesn’t meet 
its highest standards simply because the 
item affords a wide margin of profit 
and will be sold for a “good cause.” 
With only minor differences, the pro- 
cedure of all reputable organizations is 
the same. They will send descriptive 
literature, often samples as well, and 
sometimes even suggestions for selling 
their particular item. Beware of firms 
who depart from the norm. The firm 


who sends in a personal representative 
with a smooth presentation belittling 
the need to have their operation in writ- 
ing should be treated with full skepti- 
cism. They will attempt, first of all, to 
pressure for an immediate decision, 
allowing no time to look for the doubt- 
ful characteristics of their operation. 
They will most certainly promise over- 
whelming returns, may even offer to do 
the actual selling, and might require 
an initial investment. The result of such 
promise-all groups is frequently nothing

Choosing Products 

The first step in choosing a product 
is investigation by the committee who 
will ascertain quality and procedures 
from the various firms’ literature and 
samples. When the list of firm names 
has heen reduced to a highly recom. 
mended few it should be submitted to 
the group for their vote and final ap- 
proval. There is no set of rules which 
can determine the suitability of a prod- 
uct for an individual group, but one 
which meets their unanimous approval 
is likely to bring better returns, for it 
will be easier for them to sell. 

During the reviewing period. many 
items will prove unsatisfactory at first 
glance. Several others will be marked 
as excellent possibilities at the outset.

mended by others who have engaced in 


items which can recom- 


similar projects. and those which make 
themselves known through a reliab'e 
advertising media can be noted for ton 


consideration immediately. The first 


project of this type is the only one that 


V hen 


the time for future projects arrives. the 


will need extensive reviewing. 


group will have a selection of items 
already on file. and they will have had 
successful experiences with one or more 
items on which they know they can 
depend. 

Timeliness of both the item and the 
project itself is important. There are 
several items which would sell at any 
time of vear, but the group’s success 
will certainly be hampered if one or two 
other organizations have chosen the 
same item. This recently happened in a 
nearby area where three different or- 
ganizations chose the same product for 
their fund raising campaigns. As a re- 
sult, one organization spent the balance 
of the year selling its product to its own 
members. 


Cautions 

It is similarly disastrous to give little 
thought to the timing of the project. It 
is probable that a number of your con- 
scientious church workers are also 
pledged to general community activities

A New Dimension for Worship 


By Lester Milton Utz 


On April 13, 1958 the Troutville 
Baptist Church of Troutville, Virginia, 
building. 


This was a glorious and noteworthy 


dedicated its new church 
event, but not of special significance 
nationally, since it happens in thou- 
sands of churches every year in all 
parts of our country. However, there 
was one thing unusual about this new 
place of worship, one aspect that de- 
serves the attention of every congre- 
gation planning to build a sanctuary. 
The Troutville Baptist Church was de- 
signed and built to use modern elec- 
tronics and audio visual aids in the 
worship service every Sunday. 
Having heard of this pioneer ven- 
ture in using audio visual aids effec- 
tively for public worship, I went to 
Troutville during my vacation last 
August to see for myself what had 


| been done. There, for the first time in 


my life, I saw what must be called a 
New Dimension in Worship. It com- 
bines audio visual aids equipment into 
a distinctly new installation that offers 
the most effective use of this media 
possible today. 

The sanctuary is wired for stereo- 





phonic sound and behind the baptistry 
is a rear projection plastic screen 
which was installed in a 7’ x 7’ recess. 


Behind the 


about 24 feet there is an 


screen at a distance of 
automatic 
slide projector holding forty 2” x 2” 
slides. Basically the idea is simple. The 
ingenuity of it lies in the expert engi- 
neering which allows the pastor to 
have complete finger-tip control of 
both picture and sound at all times 
and with no conspicuous movement. 
Push-buttons and switches have been 
installed in the rear of the pulpit to 
control not only the slide projector 
and the stereophonic playback, but the 
lights, a recorder, public address sys- 
tem and the choir lights as well. At 
no time is the worshipful attention of 
the congregation broken by noise or 
awkward movement. 

By using the rear projection method, 
it is not necessary that the lights be 
dimmed at night, nor is there any 
noticeable loss of sharpness when 
projection takes place in broad day- 
light. I sat in the nave of the church 
at high noon and saw a series of 2” x

Careful thought must 
be given to the ease of delivery of food- 
stuffs, the making of coffee in various 
quantities, the probable storage of pre- 
pared food in various quantities, and 
the disposal of garbage and refuse. 
Ease of food service and clean-up 
greatly enhances the entertainment of 
guests and the enlisting of volunteers 


for kitchen service. 


Provision for Youth Programs 

To answer the cry against the prob- 
lem of juvenile delinquency, many 
churches are developing youth pro- 
grams designed to attract youth away 
from mischief generated of boredom. 
These programs are usually weekly 
assemblies or canteens, properly chap- 
eroned, which, with very simple at- 
tractions, hold the interest of a hun- 
dred or more young people. Sand- 
wiches. confections, and soft drinks are 
purchasable or, on special occasions, 
are provided free of charge. Dancing 
is usually permitted at these gatherings 
and once in awhile a featured guest. 
such as the local disc jockey, enlivens 
the proceedings. These gatherings pro- 
vide lively fun. Young people can enjoy 
each other, generate away their abun- 
dant high spirits, and come under the 
influence of the church and its pro- 
gram, 


Flexibility the Keynote 


The fellowship hall can double for 
the monthly Cub den assemblies, or the 
Father-Son dinners which are planned 
from time to time, The occasional 
hobby show, or the amateur play staged 
by young people, more in fun than 
perfection, will happen in the fellow- 
ship hall. 

Sometimes, at particular seasons such 
as Hallowe'en, the 
doubles as the place for a party of “lost 


fellowship _ hall 


identities” and light-hearted games. All 
of these diverse uses mean that this 
space must be designed with flexibility 
in mind—to serve for simple seated 
assemblies, to allow for the serving of 
suppers, to be durable enough to sup- 
port the requirements already indi- 
cated, and, yet, for particular occa- 
sions, be attractive as a meeting room 
or chapel. 


An analysis of the possible division 
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of the fellowship hall will permit this 
large space to be utilized for class areas 
and teaching purposes. There are avail- 
able a number of sturdy, accordion type 
folding or rolling doors which will ac- 
complish this purpose. 

A multi-use space of this sort should 
have acoustical treatment. Many fine 
pre-finished materials are available to- 
day which can be used to good effect. 
The lighting in the fellowship hall 
should be designed so that it can be 
used in a variety of ways—partially 
direct, partially indirect, and some or 


all of which can be controlled by a 
rheostat. Also, a mechanical system 
for the amplification of sound and 


music should be mandatory. 


Supplemental Space 

Of course, in a number of larger 
church plants one will find the fellow- 
ship hall supplemented by other space. 
Often the larger assembly area of gen- 
eral congregational meetings is supple- 
mented with an attractively furnished 
space for the use of the teenagers and

than in the rooms designed by the 
church for the use of its own children 
and young people. Aside from the meet- 
ing rooms themselves, many churches 
have kitchens where girls can learn to 
cook as part of their home-making 
program. In time, when they have 
become expert enough, they can give 
service to the church by helping to 
plan, cook and serve a meal for a 
church meeting. In the church nursery 
school, the girls may learn good child 
care methods and can serve the church 
in turn by taking care of children while 
their parents are attending services or 
meetings. 

The Girl Scout troop can help in the 
church library. If there is none, they 
might work with leaders of the church 
to arouse interest and support for a 
library and to install it. Using the skills 
learned in their Arts and Crafts field 
of interest, they can mend and rebind 
hymnals, prayer books or Bibles. Work- 
ing with those in authority, they can 
help to decorate or make furniture for 
the nursery school, troop meeting place, 
or other rooms in the church.

In the field of music, Girl Scouts can 
participate in the church program by 
singing in the choir or joining a choral 
group sponsored by the church. The 
troop might learn about the history of 
folk music in relation to religion; for 
example, the development of songs of 
praise or thanksgiving or festival 
hymns. 

In service to the community, Girl 
Scouts may find much help from the 
church in learning how to serve those 
who need special care, such as the crip- 
pled, the blind, the deaf, orphans, the 
aged, the underprivileged and the un- 
employed. Girl Scouts can help collect 
clothing, make articles in basketry, 
needlecraft, leathercraft and _ other 
media. Troops can also recondition toys 
for the church nursery school, or for 
a missionary welfare project. Senior 
Girl Scouts often act as aides in hos- 
pitals. 

All in all, the churches and Girl 
Scout troops have much to offer each 
other. The choice of program will vary. 
One group of girls may emphasize arts 
and crafts activities because the church 
building provides especially fine ex- 
amples of architecture, sculpture, paint- 
ing, or other forms of art. Another may 
select music because the religious or- 
ganization has a_ particularly fine 
choral group. Still another troop may 
stress the international friendship ac- 
tivities, tying them in with the mission 
or welfare work of the religious spon- 
sor. By the same token, certain facets 
of the church program may be given 
new strength through the interests of 
its troop. 

Consultations between Girl Scout 
troop leaders and leaders in the church 
are especially encouraged. The Girl 
Scout leader knows what her girls can 
do and has the program resources of 
her council and the National Organiza- 
tion to draw upon. The youth leaders 
of the sponsoring congregation know 
what is needed for their young people 
and in the program of the church. 
Their counsel can point the way for 
Girl Scouts to translate into action the 
teachings of the church, to render the 
maximum service where most needed, 
and to use to the fullest the resources 
of the church.

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The secretary should obtain a list 
of church members. These can usually 
be run off quickly by the church secre- 
tary from the addressograph machine. 
Each group member then selects or 
is assigned a number of the cards. 
Following this method, it is certain 
that all church members will be con- 
tacted and none will be plagued by

one call. Certain streets 
so that non-congregation members will 
also be contacted.

The product should always be sold on 
its own merit, and no attempt should be 
made to pressure an individual by in- 
ferring that the sum is small consider- 
ing it is for the church. However. in 
the introduction, it is well for the caller 
to introduce himself, his church affilia- 
tion, and his purpose. Many people 
being contacted will certainly be in- 
terested in the group’s aims. but from 
there on. it should be the product on its 
own merit. 

Publicity will of course be of im- 
mense aid to your project. Fore notice 
will create interest and interpretation. 
A simple, brief announcement by the 
minister to the congregatoin will act as 
introduction within the church. Com- 
munity organizations meeting in the 
month prior to the campaign may be 
willing to announce the project. If 
someone in the group is capable of 
writing an attractive, interesting news 
release, there is good chance it will re- 
ceive notice in the community news- 
paper. Here again, the church affilia- 
tion, and the project’s aim should be 
given adequate attention. but full im- 
port should be made of the product’s 
worth itself.

The great variety of answers 
given to this problem certainly show 
that there is no simple or single solu- 
We cannot return either to the 
gothic cathedral nor to the wood church 
on the village green. And yet, as in

all past periods, there must be a basic 
philosophy which is the 
heart of the architectural problems to 


underlying 


be solved, and the expression of these 
ideas, in terms of understandable forms 
and colors together with the obviously 
necessary spaces and facilities is, as 
always, the essence of architecture. 

At the heart of the problem of the 
modern church, as opposed to other 
modern buildings, is the fact that the 
church has as its most important func- 
tion the responsibility of speaking to 
the human spirit, where other buildings 
are space enclosures for other primary 
reasons. Church design must play 
part in bringing man closer to God, a 
challenge greater than the challenge of 
designing an office building to increase 
working efficiency and pleasure. 

Another problem which the architect 
must face is the fact that his design 
must appeal to many people, of varied 
backgrounds and different age groups. 
Here is the great challenge of expres- 
for a new common denominator 
must be found to speak to all members 


| of the church family. 





It may be of assistance to clergy and 
committees thinking along these lines 
to set down a few principles which 
should govern our approach to design- 
ing a church today. I believe that these 
are the important considerations, and 
only these should influence our efforts. 

The Church in America consists of 
two main parts —the church proper, 
sometimes called the worship room, 
and the ancillary features of education, 
recreation, socialization, administration 
and sanitation. 

These two inter-dependent features 
should be clearly expressed in the 
simplest forms so that there can be no 
doubt of their identification. Frequent- 
ly, when the requirements of a church 


are analyzed, it develops that the spe-

A capable 
architect will see that this area and its 
accessories are all in key with the es- 
tablished character of the church. 

As an example of that of which we 
have been writing, let us trace the steps 
of development of a modern church, 
relatively small and modest in cost, but 
planned to include both present re- 
quirements and future growth. 

For Epiphany Episcopal Church in 
St. Louis three 
separate design expressions were de- 
veloped, with the third being the un- 
animously accepted design which is

The projected population is 250 peo- 
ple seated in the church, plus nine 
Sunday School rooms with minimum 
church offices and kitchen.

While this church has been designed 
within the rather rigid budget limits 
and the need to capitalize on a difficult, 
sharply sloping lot. there has been 
ample opportunity for the expression 
of this church in its community in 
terms of architectural design. 

Its problems are not unlike the prob- 
lems found in designing other modern 
churches, or. indeed, those of other 
architects whose church structures are 
designed in the mood of today and to- 
morrow rather than rooted in the tradi-
